A political purge in Nazi Ger- 
many, expected by foreign observ- 
ers for some time as an outgrowth 
_of the Czecho-Slovakia crisis, was 
reported under way last night by 
an influential and usually well- 
informed. London newspaper. The 
reports followed signing of the 


Franco-German “no war” pact in 
the Quai D’Orsay—made into a 
mile-square no man’s land by 
steel-helmeted troops. The Reich 
foreign minister, Joachin von Rib- 
bentrop, assured Paris authorities 
_that no “immediate” claims would 
be made for colonies lost in the 
World War. Several other de- 
velopments emphasized the mili- 
_ tary atmosphere surrounding the 
signing of the pact. They were: 

The French Chamber of 

Deputies finance committee 
only a few minutes’ before had 
earmarked the equivalent of 
about $686,000,000 for France's 
army and navy, an increase of 
$280,000,000 over 1938. The one- 
third increase was requested in 
1939 budget requests of the serv- 
ices. 

Six “minimum demands” 

of Italians upon France 
were revealed in Rome after a 
high party official climaxed a 
student demonstration by shout- 
ing: “there is no need of talk- 
ing of Tunisiaa—we will go 
there.” For some unexplained 
reason, seven “maximum de- 
mands” were also revealed. 

At the same time, German 

and Italian newspapers were 
proclaiming that the Rome- 
Berlin axis pact -remained as 
strong “‘as steel” despite the new 
“accord” with France. 

In Washington, President 

Roosevelt said the billion- 
dollar defense program he fa- 
vored financing on a pay-as- 
you-go basis and suggested ad- 
ditional taxation as a means of 
obtaining this objective. 

Political support in Paris 

was thrown behind Daladier 
when the chamber’s finance 
committee voted approval, 26 to 
18, of the measures taken to 
crush labor’s revolt against de- 
cree laws, increasing taxation 
and extending periods of labor 
beyond the 40-hour week.

The Daily Express information 
added that the Gestapo (Nazi se- 
cret police) had arrested high civic 
officials in Leipzig, Dusseldorf and 
Vienna and had arrested about 40 
high army officers, including sev- 
eral generals. 

The dispatch also said several 
important officials of the German 
foreign office had been arrested. 

The Express said that moderate 
Nazi opinion was “out of favor” at 
present with Hitler, who is rely- 
ing heavily on advisers from the 
more extreme wing of the Nazi 
movement. 

The newspapers said _ that all 
world capitals are closely watch- 
ing developments in Germany. 


“MINIMUM DEMANDS” 
LISTED BY ITALIANS 


ROME, Dec. 6.—(UP)—Crack 
carabiniers and troops today were 
called. out to protect the French 
embassy in Farnese Square against 
swarms of university students 
who marched upon it with cries 
of “Corsica! Tunisia! Djibouti!” 
after forcing the closing of several 
French shops. 

Premier Mussolini’s controlled 
Fascist press described the new 
anti-French outburst as a “justi- 
fiable’” answer to demonstrations 
against Italy in Tunis and on the 
French island of Corsica last week 
end. 

Tunisian Demonstrations. 

The press reported simultaneous 
demonstrations by Italians in Tu- 


nis where hundreds of students 
shouting “We want Tunisia and 
Corsica” marched through the 
streets of the French-controlled 
city on the North African coast. 
The demonstration reached its cli- 
max when provincial Fascist par- 
ty secretary declared: “There is no 
need of talking of Tunisia—we 
will go there.” 


It was evident that the student 
outbreaks here were officially con- 
doned, if not inspired. 

The new surge of hatred against 
France coincided with disclosure 
by high-ranking Fascists of six 
“minimum demands” underlying 
the demonstrations. 

Six “Demands.”’ 

Leaders of the Fascist revision- 
ist drive, describing their demands 
as similar to Konrad Henlein’s 
eight Sudeten demands which ul- 
timately led to Fuehrer Adolf Hit- 
ler’s dismemberment of Czecho- 
Slovakia, listed their “minimum” 
demands upon France as: 

1. Equality rights, including ad- 
ministrative, between Italy and 
France in Tunis, overriding the 
1935 Laval-Mussolini agreement. 

2. Italy to share in control of the 
Suez canal with Italy having su- 
periority over the French and 
equality with Britain “because 
Italian tonnage is the second larg- 
est passing through the canal.” 

3. Djibouti, chief town of French 
Somaliland, must be made a free 
port. : 

Railroad Control. 

4. Italy should be given domi- 
nating control of the Djibouti-Ad- 
dis Ababa railroad, leading to the 
heart of Italian Ethiopia. 

5. Territorial adjustments along 
the southern frontier of Italian 
Libya so that the Tibesti passes 
would be open to Italian caravans 
traveling between Lake Chad and 
Libya.

FRANCE AND REICH 
SIGN “NO-WAR” PACT 


PARIS, Dec. 6.—(UP)—Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Joachim 
von Ribbentrop today signed an 
anti-war pledge with France “end- 
ing our long and historic dispute.” 
But he received a sullen reception 
from the French people who gave 
him neither cheers nor jeers as he 
rode along the heavily-guarded 
boulevards. 

Guarded by thousands of Mo- 
bile Guards in shiny helmets who 
surrounded him wherever he 
turned, Chancellor Adolf Hitler’s 


“salesman” was spirited into Paris|. - 


in a roundabout manner that 
brought his train into the rarely- 
used’ Invalides Station to thwart 
any hostile Leftist demonstrations. 


Every Precaution Taken. 


From then on, through the sign- 
ing of the “no-more-war” pact by 
Ribbentrop and French Foreign 
Minister Georges Bonnet in the 
historic clockroom of the: Quai 
D’Orsay at 3:38 p. m., every pre- 
caution was taken to guard the 
Nazi leader. 

Ribbentrop was given no oppor- 
tunity to feel the pulse of French 
public feeling. If he read today’s 
left-wing press, however, he 
found deep and bitter distrust of 
the anti-war agreement. 

Even the semi-official Le 
Temps, in what was believed to 
be an inspired article, warned that 


the pact would become valuable|: 
only if it serves as the foundation 


for general European appease- 
ment. 

French officials were mindful 
that just one month ago Ernst vom 
Rath, third secretary of the Ger- 
man embassy here, was assassi- 
nated by a 17-year-old Polish Jew 
and that Ribbentrop had bitterly 
berated the democracies at a 
“martyr’s” funeral for Rath i 
Dusseldorf. 

Hostility to Italy. 


Any cheers that the crowds in 
the streets, held at safe distance 
by lines of troops as Ribbentrop 
rode past, might have been saving 
for him appeared to have vanish- 
ed because of the bitter anti- 
French hostility toward Germany’s 
partner at the other end of the 
Rome-Berlin axis, Fascist Italy. 

Ribbentrop, in a private discus- 
sion with Bonnet and Premier 
Edouard Daladier after the pom- 
pous ceremony of the pact signing, 
was understood to have expressed 
Berlin’s reluctance to intervene 
between France and Italy and si- 
lence the Fascist clamoring for 
French-held Corsica, Tunisia and 
Nice. 

Almost at the hour of the sign- 
ing of the cream-colored sheet of 
parchment pledging the two cen- 
turies old enemies to sit down and 
talk over their troubles instead of 
resorting to war, there was a fresh 
outbreak of anti-French demon- 
strations in the streets of Rome. 


Ribbentrop and the French 
statesmen sat down to talk over 
the Italo-French situation and oth- 
er European problems seven min- 
utes after they had scratched “Rib- 
bentrop”: and .“Bonnet” to the 
three-point document intended to 
preserve peace. 

Provisions of Pact. 


The pact, signed on the spot 
where the Briand-Kellog anti-war 
treaty was initialled a decade ago 
provides: 

1, France and Germany will live 
as good neighbors, forever set- 
tling the dispute over Alsace-Lor- 
raine, as an example to the rest 
of Europe. 

2. Neither nation has any terri- 
torial claim against the other. 

3. They will use consultation 
instead of guns to settle any dis- 
putes in the future. 

The pact contains no time limit 
and is to remain in force indef- 
initely. 

The Nazi foreign minister’s 
speech tonight was broadcast to 
the German and French people. 

“The numerous manifestations 
of sympathy which I have wit- 
nessed in the few hours of my 
sojourn in Paris show how the 
French population feels. I hope 
today’s declaration opens a new 
era of relations.”

If I could change the pro- 
gram in a way that I thought it 
would be more beneficial to the 
farmers of Georgia, the cotton belt 
and all the people of the nation, I 


| would increase the benefits for 
‘the reduction of cotton acreage 
and I would remove the restric- 
tions of diversification. ... 

“The nation knows that we must 
reduce cotton production. The na- 
tion should know that we have in 
‘the south about one-half of all 
the farm people of this country. 
And the ‘policies of the national 
government must make it possible 
for us to make such farming .ad- 
justments as will erable us to 
provide work for as many of our 
people as possible.” 

Would Lift Restrictions. 

Specifically, he proposed lifting 
the restrictions on livestock pro- 
duction, increased benefits for re- 
moving land from cotton produc- 
tion and encouragement of other 
types of farming. He mentioned 
butter as an example of a product 
that could be produced in Georgia 
of which “we bring it.to the state 
65 per cent of our requirements. 

“Only by being alert to every 
possibility,” he said, “can we hope 
to maintain the farm income of 
Georgia.”

With clubs scattered all 
over the world, the part that Ro- 
tary can play in sponsoring a 
spirit of goodwill can be per- 
ceived readily. 

“What is needed today is a res- 
toration of confidence in ourselves 
and our associates, our competi- 
tors and our nation, but above all 
the greatest need is confidence 
in the Divine Creator.”

Chairman of Monopoly 
Probe Absolves Manufac- 
turers of Wrong-Doing. 


WASHINGTON, 
Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney, 
Democrat, Wyoming, chairman of 
the monopoly investigating com- 
mittee, today absolved automobile 
manufacturers of any wrong-do- 


ing in the use of patents to sup- 
press competition. 

He said at the conclusion of a 
two-day inquiry into the automo- 
bile industry that its leaders em- 
ploy patents chiefly for purposes 
of protection against infringement 
suits; that the industry does not 
seek to make money from patents 
through royalties; and in no case 
are patents used to obtain control 
of the market and that they are 
not used to suppress competition. 

O’Mahoney spoke only for him- 
self. He coupled praise of the use 
being made of patents by the 
automobile makers with an ob- 
servation that this practice is “not 
entirely perfect,” and that the 
auto industry’s methods are not 
necessarily, ones which might be 
applied to industry generally. 

The committee recessed until 
Monday when it will delve into 
the patent operations in the glass 
container industry. Investigators 
have photographed hundreds of 
letters and it was reported that;

HULL GIVEN VOTE 
UF CONFIDENCE 
IN GALLUP POLL 


More Than Eight Out of 
Ten Think Secretary of 
State Has Done a Good 
Job During His Tenure. 


GEORGE GALLUP, 
Director, American Institute 
of Public Opinion. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull, who heads 
the American delegation to the 
Lima corfference opening Friday, 


receives an overwhelming vote of 
confidence from the American 
public in a survey just completed 
by the American Institute of Pub- 
lic Opinion. 

More than eight out of every 
10 voters who have formed an 
opinion about his work as secre- 
tary of state say they think he has 
done a good job. Even a majority 
of Republican voters join with 
Democrats in lauding the record 
and. accomplishments of the vet- 
eran southern statesman. 

To test the public’s attitude to- 
ward. the secretary, the Institute 
asked a cross-section of voters in 
all parties: “Do you think Cordell 
_ Hull has done a good job or a poor 
job as secretary of state?” 

Approximately two-fifths of the 
voters, chiefly in the lower income 
groups, replied that they had 
formed no definite Opinion or did 
not feel qualified to answer. 
Among the remaining majority, 
sentiment divided as follows:

Especially interesting is the vote 
by parties. The rank and file of 
Republicans, whose party has gen- 
erally opposed a low tariff policy, 
strongly indorse the man who be- 
lieves in mutual tariff cuts among 
nations. 

Of all Republicans with opinions 
on Hull, 75 per cent said he was 
doing a good job. Among Demo- 
crats the vote of approval was. 91 
per cent,

To Intluence Delegates at Lima 


Nazi: Representatives Are 
Arriving by Every Plane 
and Vessel. 


LIMA, Peru, Dec. 6.—(4)—Pri- 
vate conferences in which German 
representatives showed an unof- 
ficial but active hand strengthened 
the widespread belief today that 
the United States may have a bat- 
tle to win itss “Americas for the 
Americans” objectives in the 
eighth Pan-American conference 
opening here Friday. 

At least five German journal- 
ists or representatives of Ger- 
many’s propaganda ministry were 
already on the ground and others 
were arriving on nearly every 
plane and ship. 

Laud Totalitarianism. 

They were circulating wherever 
groups of delegates assembled, 
handshaking and saying a few 
words in favor of totalitarianism 
as against democracy wherever 
opportunity offered. 

Some of their arguments heard 
were that Latin American coun- 
tries needed a stronger system of 
government than democracy’ in 
order to control or prevent fre- 
quent political uprisings and that 
a strong man with a strong hand 
was the only solution. 

Conference circles were chary 
of predicting the attitude the 
South and Central American dele- 
gations may take in case of a 
showdown on any practical ques- 
tion at the conference. 

Argentina’s Position. 

Those well informed on Latin 
American politics were, of the 
opinion, however, that Argentina, 
Uruguay and Paraguay probably 
would oppose any plan which 
could be interpreted as “turning 
our backs on Europe.” 

The Argentine foreign minister, 
Dr. Jose Marie Cantilo, used these 
words in expressing his attitude at 
the time President Roosevelt pro- 
posed a program of American sol- 
idarity for the hemisphere. 

Bolivia’s attitude, too, appeared 
doubtful. A more favorable stand 
toward the United States was ex- 
pected from Brazil, Cuba, Colom- 
bia, Chile, Venezuela, Ecuador, 
Peru, Mexico, Panama, Costa Rica, 
Honduras, Salvador, Guatemala, 
Haiti and Santo Domingo. 

But no one would be surprised 
at any change in the apparent at- 
titudes of these countries because 
of economic, political, cultural or 
even personal factors. 


GRID TAX LIENS |

Closes University’s Test Liti- 


gation. 


Marion Allen, United States col- 
lector of internal revenue, yester- 
day filed a discharge of tax liens 
issued against the University of 
Georgia to cover taxes due from 
athletic contests in 1934. 

The discharge was entered aft- 
er the university paid $895.37 due 
for that year, along with similar 
taxes for subsequent years. 

Allen’s action formally closed a 
case that went to the United States 
supreme court for decision. The 
state board of regents resisted the 
government’s attempt to levy 10 
per cent on- athletic contests at 
state schools. The regents held that 
the university system is a govern- 
mental agency, and therefore not 
subject to the tax. The supreme 
court rejected the argument.

“TO EMBARRASS THE MAYOR” 

The city council of Atlanta on Monday 
adopted an ordinance limiting the speed of au- 
tomobiles to 25 miles per hour within the city 
limits. This is in place of the former rule 
which set the maximum speed at 35 miles per 
hour in the residential sections and 30 miles 
per hour downtown. 

In voting, nine to six, in favor of the 25-mile 
rule, it was freely stated by members of council 
the action was taken in order to “embarrass 
the mayor.” Mayor Hartsfield, a member of 
the police committee, had supported a commit- 
tee-recommended limit of 30 miles per hour, 
The 25-mile limit was approved when it came 
before council in the form of an amendment to 
the committee proposal. 

It is beside the point, here, to'enter into 
argument as to the efficacy of a mere reduction 
in speed limits as a solution for Atlanta’s ad- 
mittedly atrocious traffic conditions. There are 
arguments to be made on both sides of the 
question. 

What should be of deepest concern, however, 
to every citizen of Atlanta is the fact that the 
governing body of this community contains 
members of such small caliber they will allow 
a desire “to embarrass the mayor,” to dictate 
their action on a matter involving the safety, 
convenience and progress of the city and of its 
people. 

There have been accusations, in the past, 
that city council is motivated in many of its 


actions by politics rather than the welfare of 
the city. The frank admission, by members of 


council themselves, that an ordinance was voted 
simply in an effort to “put Mayor Hartsfield on 
the spot,” provides proof these accusations are 
well-founded. 

Atlanta’s traffic problem constitutes in all 
probability the most serious issue before the 
city and its officials at this time. In fact, it 
has been a vital issue for years, steadily grow- 
ing worse and, so far, unsolved save for inade- 
quate patchwork, 

It is an acknowledged fact that many mo- 
torists have learned to avoid this city, when 
passing through this section of the. country, 
simply because of Atlanta’s reputation as an 
unsafe community for drivers. Atlanta is fast 
becoming known, all over the country, as the 
worst of all American cities in so far as traffic 
is concerned. 

It constitutes a problem calling for unselfish 
handling by men motivated solely by desire for 
the welfare of the city and its people. 

It may be a lower speed limit would result in 
fewer traffic tragedies. This, however, is ex- 
tremely doubtful. Certainly it has proven im- 
possible to fully enforce the former speed limits 
and there is little likelihood, without an increase 
in the traffic police force too drastic to be con- 
templated, that the new limit can be enforced. 

If is, too, logical to suppose that a slowing 
of traffic will result in greater congestion than 
ever. - What is wanted is a more rapid move- 
ment of traffic through the congested areas, 
rather than slower, 

In any event, the speed question is only one 
portion of the problem. And a comparatively 
minor one, at that. What is needed is a com- 
plete revision of traffic rules. These new rules 
should include proper one-way streets, elimina- 
tion of left-turns at many intersections where 
they are now permitted, establishment of “driv- 
ing lanes” on all important thoroughfares and 
a ban on left, or right, turns out of the wrong 
lanes. Most important of all, parking on down- 
town streets should be either eliminated en- 
tirely or drastically curtailed. 

It is a big problem, but one which must be 
solved if the city is not to become a byword for 
backwardness and & synonym for traffic mur- 
der. 

One thing; however, is certain. It is a prob- 
Jem that can never be solved by men who per- 
mit small-souled jealousy and political ani- 
mosity to control their actions. So long as city 
council is more interested in “embarrassing the 
mayor” than in the welfare of Atlanta, there is 
no hope for help from that source. 

Atlanta can never become the metropolis 
she can be, and of which her people have 
dreamed, until the men who direct her muni- 
cipal affairs are men who will ,at all times, 


— thus adequately for generations yet un- 
] 


place the well-being of the city above all other 
considerations. 

So long as the governing body of the city 
is composed of men so small in civic caliber 
they will use the safety of her citizens, upon 
the streets, as a weapon to satisfy childish 
jealousies, so long will Atlanta remain, in so far 
as her government is concerned, at least, noth- 
ing but an overgrown crossroads village. 


AROUND THE INLAND SEA. 

It is increasingly evident that more than one 
agreement was signed at Munich. Today Italy, 
with the approval of Hitler, is agitating for 
Tunisia, a French protectorate; Corsica, a 
French Mediterranean island, and Savoy, a 
French province, if only to secure lesser conces- 
sions in the scheduled Italian-French negotia- 
tions. 7 

There is, one must believe, a direct connec- 
tion between Munich and the demonstration 


in the Italian chamber of deputies jast week.. 


Rome has informed Paris the outburst was 
spontaneous. This explanation from a Fascist 
nation should deceive no one, the French least 
of all. 


The dual empires have turned now to the 
Mediterranean. The tideless sea, where are 
the horizons which once embraced the ancient 
world, has taken the primary role in the world 
drama. Ironically enough, it was the great Ger- 
man chancellor, Bismarck, who suggested, at 
the congress of Vienna in 1878, that France take 
over Tunisia. 

Disregarding the background elements, of 
trade route controls; of the Spanish war and 
its potentially richest prize of Spanish Morocco 
(which is not Spanish at all, but merely leased 
from France); of the Anglo-Italian pact “guar- 
anteeing” the status quo‘in the Mediterranean; 
of advantages in the next great era of expan- 
sion in the Dark Continent, there is little logic 
in the Italian claims to Tunisia, and even less 
in the desire for possession of the Island of 
Corsica and the province of Savoy. Corsica and 
Savoy have been French for several centuries. 
Other factors enter into the Tunisian question, 
but none which make the Italian position ten- 
able. 

When the Suez canal was opened in 
1869 and established the Mediterranean as 
a sea highroad to the east, European nations 
grabbed for strategic lands along the ancient 
waters. Italy made two half-hearted attempts 
to match the conquests of Great Britain, France 
and Germany. One, Abyssinia, ended in disas- 
ter retrieved only in the conquest of the Ethio- 
pian empire. The other gave the country the 
barren territory of Libya, seized fom the Turks 
in 1911. . 

The Tunisian chapter opened in the 1870’s, 
with streams of Italian colonists penetrating 
the country which, in the dim past, had been 
the seat of the Carthaginian empire. By 1880, 
there were more than three times as many 
Italian inhabitants of the country as 
Frenchmen. In 1881, Italians purchased a Brit- 
ish railroad, with the consent of the Bey of 
Tunis. The French quickly retaliated, seizing 
Tabarca and Bizerta and forcing the Bey to 
accept a French protectorate. The Italians 
fumed and fretted, but were helpless. Control 
has rested since in the French. 

Italian citizens in Tunisia have enjoyed spe- 
cial privileges to this day, an extension of 
agreements in force when the French assumed 
the protectorate. They have retained their na- 
tionality of origin from generation to genera- 
tion; by the same token they have continued 
to agitate for Italian sovereignty from genera- 
tion to generation. This agitation subsided in 
1935 when the Mussolini-Laval treaty was 
Signed, supposedly for all time. Today, it is es- 
timated 110,000 French and 95,000 Italians live 
in the colony. 

For Britain, Tunisia in the hands of a 
friendly power has strong significance, since it 
lies athwart the Mediterranean at its narrow- 
est and backs up the occupation of Malta with 
the great naval base at Bizerta. 

For Islam—which Mussolini seeks to arouse 
in a holy war—it also has deep significance. It 
possesses, in the holy city of Kairouan, the sec- 
ond sanctuary of Islam after Mecca. It is the 
gateway between African Islam and Asiatic 
Islam, and although these may differ over the 
Caliphate, they are united in a desire to see 
the European driven from the southern shores 
of the inland sea. 

Corsica in wartime would probably prove 
untenable, yet it affords a measure of protec- 
tion to France’s vital lifeline to northern Africa, 
control of which might prove the deciding fac- 
tor in the next war. It is, however, indubitably 
French—the birthplace of Napoleon; the foun- 
tain from which sprang the French republic. 
It was captured by the French in 1768, and is 
now a department of France. 

Savoy, tucked under the wing of Switzerland, 
would be convenient and enriching to any na- 
tion contiguous to the area, although Italy’s 
claims are no more valid than would be French 
claims to Canada.

NEW DEAL ECONOMISTS WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—One 

: evening a few days ago, Ambas- 
sador William Phillips’ grim New England ancestors looked down 
upon a sight which probably made their painted blood run cold. 
Since Phillips has been in Rome, his big house has sheltered Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. And, on the evening in 
question, Henry Morgenthau entertained a regular convention of the 
most advanced economists of the New Deal. 

Among those present were the secretary’s own able economic 
expert, Harry D. White; the economist of ‘the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, Mordecai Ezekiel; the administration left’s favorite trio .of 
fact and figure — Leon Henderson, who is now secretary of the 
monopoly inquiry; 

Lauchlin Currie, of the Federal Reserve Board. They were called 

together to discuss general economic problems. As loquacity is a 

wee of economists, the discussion was both general and pro- 
nged. 

The future of American foreign trade and the country’s foreign 
exchange policy were important topics, for Morgenthau wanted 
technical advice. Other aspects of New Deal economic theory were 
also aired, and considerable time was devoted to the compensatory 
spending theory, which is dearest of all to the hearts of most New 
Dealers. Morgenthau, whom the extreme New Dealers have sus- 
pected of darkly Tory designs, proved a highly sympathetic if not 
always a compliant audience. When the party broke up, the guests 
departed loudly singing their host’s praises. 


TECHNIQUE OF CONSULTATION The evening was far 


more significant than 

the average New Deal bull session. The opinion voiced during it 

may well influence government policy. It also cast a new light on 
the functions and activities of the secretary of the treasury. 

It explained, in fact, why Uncle Dan Roper has been able to 


draw his pay so long without doing much to earn it except look 


pleasant and hope for the best. Normally, the secretary of com- 
merce should be the “economics minister” ih the government, collat- 
ing statistics and information, annotating theories, and reporting to 
the President on the nation’s economic health., Actually, Henry 
Morgenthau has been handling the job of “economics minister,” as 
well as his own, for a considerable period. 

The meeting of a few days ago was by no means an isolated 
phenomenon. Roughly, the same group of men has been called in 
by Morgenthau on several previous occasions—notably in the spring 
of 1937, when the ebullient Henderson warned of impending trou- 
ble from price-fixing, and again in the fall of the same year, when 
Morgenthau wanted the economists’ views on the crescent depres- 
sion. Moreover, Morgenthau repeatedly entertains outside experts 
of all kinds, from the highly conservative Colonel Leonard P. 
Ayres to men whose thinking is pretty close to the New Dealers’. 
He has meetings of businessmen, like Russell Leffingwell, the Mor- 
gan partner who approved the treasury gold policy. And, besides 
the economists, he often asks the New Deal’s high administrative 
officers to discuss their problems with him. 

Indeed, it’s not too much to say that Morgenthau has trans- 
formed general consultation into a special technique of government. 
The man who benefits, bésides Morgenthau himself, is the Presi- 


dent, to whom’ Morgenthau makes a careful report once a week. 


DRAWING TOGETHER Besides the light it casts on Morgen- 


thau’s real position, the economists’ 
talkfest is interesting for still another reason. Last spring, the ad- 
ministration was givided, openly and rather angrily, into several 
hostile camps. Now there are indications, among them the talkfest, 
that several of the factions are drawing together. It’s too much to 
expect the fiscal agencies to forget their intramural quarrels, or

Chief Justice. 

Georgia’s chief justice of the 
supreme court, Richard B. Rus- 
sell Sr., was a man so filled with 
simple humanness it was inevita- 
ble he should draw close, as with 
bonds of steel, innumerable 
friends. He was a man of rare 
intellect, salted with a homely 
common sense that reflected, in 
perhaps its highest expression, the 
fundamental sanity of the real 
people of Georgia. 

A man so well liked, so simple 
and yet so keen, becomes in a life- 
time of 77 years the center of in- 
numerable stories. That these 
anecdotes, practically all of them, 
depicted the justice in kindly light 
is but added tribute to his char- 
acter. 

I remember a famous trial, 
years ago, in the Fulton county 
superjor court. It was my job to 
cover that trial for The Constitu- 
tion. 

It was prior to Justice Russell’s 
service on the supreme bench. He 
was then, as he was all his life to 
most Georgians; “Dick” Russell. 
He was the leading counsel for 
the defense, at this trial. 

The late Judge Ben Hill 
presiding on the bench. 

“Dick” Russell, in his eagerness 
for the cause of the client he rep- 
resented, not infrequently over- 
looked some of the more technical 
rules of court procedure. And, 
for each such infraction, Judge 
Hill would promptly “find him 
guilty of contempt of court and 
impose a fine of $10. Each time, 
Russell would draw a $10 bill 
from his pocket, hand it to the 
bailiff, and the trial would pro- 
‘ceed.

The Lawyer's 
Dilemma. 

One day Judge Hill had im- 
posed three or four of these $10 
fines on Russell, Finally, when 
one more was added, “Dick” drew 
from his pocket another $10 bill, 
but hesitated about handing it to 
the bailiff. He looked at the bill 
for some time, with a quizzical 
expression on his face. Then he 
addressed the court, about as fol- 
lows: 

“May it please the court. I 
would like to explain an unfortu- 
nate situation in which I now find 
myself. I do not question the jus- 
tice of the ruling of the court. 
Undoubtedly I was technically “in 
contempt,” though that was fur- 
thest from my intention. And the 
fine, of $10, is just. 

“But I would like to inform the 
court that this, I hold in my hand, 
is all the currency I have remain- 
ing. Which means, if I pay this 
fine, I must, perforce, return to 
my home near Winder, Ga., to 
spend the night. I have no credit 
in the hotels of Atlanta. 

“The train schedules from Wind- 
er to Atlanta are such it will be 
impossible for me to return to 
this court, tomorrow morning, in 
time for the regular hour of open- 
ing. Thus the trial, and the af- 
fairs of the court, will be un- 
avoidably delayed.

There are, of course, decisions 
written by others of the supreme 
court, fascinating and brilliant. 
But, to any who would care to 
delve in this gold mine of pathos 
and humor and human sympathy, 
the most direct route to the finest 
decision gems is through the name 
“Richard B, Russell, Chief Jus- 
tice,” appended.

to and from. ‘She says there is a 
regular debut agency which sup- 
plies such stags in any desired 
number. :

The south will benefit most from the Hull pact. To buy our cot- 
ton England and South America must sell us some of their goods. 
That fact is obvious. They can’t buy if they don’t sell to obtain 
some money with which to buy. It may mean some slight economic 
adjustment. Some businesses will suffer. On the whole, the fact 
that Secretary Hull has opened trade channels with England, with 
South America, and many smaller European nations ought to mean 
a generally improved business. Cotton and all agriculture ought to 
gain. 

__A businessman was talking the other evening. “If,” he said, “we 
did business as a great corporation; if it did not matter where we 
took our loss just so we made a profit on the whole, it would be 
easy to solve this business of foreign trade. But, as long as we 
do not there always will be a shoe pinching some foot in any trade 
agreement that’s made.”

Flatly Opposes Borrowing

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt disclosed to- 
day that he favors financing the 
new $1,000,000,000 national de- 
fense program on a pay-as-you-go 
basis and suggested additional 
taxation as a means of obtaining 
this objective. He declined, how- 
ever, to definitely commit. him- 
self to such a course. 

At his first press conference 
after returning from Warm 
Springs, Ga., he said he flatly op- 
poses paying for the expanded 
armament program through addi- 
tional borrowing. He added that 
the program has not proceeded 
‘beyond the study stage and that 
no decision as to the apportion- 
ment of costs has been reached. 

Because defense expenditures 
are seldom  self-liquidating, he 
said, he firmly believes that such 
spending must be paid for from

RUSSELL, Ga., Dec. 6.—On- a 
pine-studded knol! overlooking his 
hom2, Chief Justice Richard B. 
Russell Sr. was laid to rest today, 
borne there by his sons, joined in 
their mourning by other members 
of the Russell family, a host of 
state dignitaries and hundreds of 
“just folks” from whom he rose 
to greatness. 


The chief justice’s grave actual- 
ly is in his backyard, only a stone’s 
throw from his doorstep, and in 
the soil which he spaded and 
moved for pleasure and exercise 
over many years. 


The jurist’s associates on the 
supreme court and court of ap- 
peals, Governor Rivers and a 
dozen other state officials partici- 
pated in the siniple but impressive 
ceremonies at the First Baptist 
church and at the graveside. 

The church was filled to over- 
flowing. Chief Justice Russell was 
a Presbyterian, and three Presby- 
terian ministers conducted the 
service, but the funeral was held 
in the First Baptist church be- 
cause it was the largest in the city. 
Even then it was not large enough 
to hold the family and the hon- 
orary escorts. 

Winder ceased business Nfctivity 
in tribute to the jurist’s n emory, 
and scores of farmérs ani mill 
workers in overalls mingled with 
the great men of the state in pay- 
ing their last respects. The body 
was removed to the church sev- 
eral hours before the funeral, and 
hundreds who realized that they 
must wait outside during the serv- 
ices viewed the bier before serv- 
ices began. 

Three walls of the church were 
banked with flowers. Some of the 
offerings were placed in the choir 
loft and still others were sent di- 
rect to the grave. 

Messages of sympathy were re- 
ceived from all.over the nation, 
President Roosevelt and Postmas- 
ter General Farley leading in the 
tributes. 

Senator Richard B. Russell Jr.

‘Human Cobra’ Is Executed 


in Vienna. 
VIENNA, Dec. 6.—(4)—Martha 
Marek, described by a state prose- 
cutor as “a human cobra,” was 
beheaded today for murdering her 
husband, daughter, aunt and a 
woman boarder.

FOR U. S. REFUGE 


- Berlin Paper Asks That Tem- 
porary Haven Be Pro- 
vided for 100,000. 


BERLIN, Dec. 6.—(4)—An ap- 
peal to President Roosevelt to 
help hard-pressed German Jews 
by offering 100,000 of them tem- 
porary refuge in the United States 
was published today by the Juedi- 
sches Nachrichtenblatt, only re- 
maining Jewish organ. 

Simultaneously several German 
newspapers assured their readers 
that: an anti-Jewish campaign in 
Rumania had only just started, 
that the anti-Semitic Iron Guard 
organization there was stronger 
than ever and that Corneliu Zelea 
Codreanu, Iron Guard leader who 
was shot dead by Rumanian 
guards November 30 would be 
avenged. 

Other developments included: 

Propaganda Minister Paul Jos- 
eph Goebbels’ newspaper Der 
Angriff published the . caption 
“Ugly Jews” with a picture of 
Magda Lupescu, close friend of 
King Carol of Rumania, and her 
father. Only 13 days ago Carol 
was the honored guest of Adolf 
Hitler. 

United States consular officials 
said they hoped to obtain a clari- 
fication by tomorrow of the effect 
a new anti-Jewish restriction 
would have on American Jews 
holding property in Germany. The

‘LOSES LAST FIGHT 


Jimmy Parks Hits Line Gal- 
lantly for His Life, But 
Death Triumphs. — 


A gallant fight for life was lost 
ryesterday by 18-year-old Jimmy 


-}Parks, heroic young varsity half- 


‘back of the 1938 Tech High foot- 
ball team and one of the most pop- 
ular students in the school. 

Jimmiy’s battle was, not fought 
alone. He had the constant sup- 
port of every member of the squad 
and.scores of other friends, several 
of whom contributed blood for 
transfusions in last, desperate ef- 
forts to pull him through. 

Caused by Blow. ° 

But the effects of a hemorrhage 
—resulting from a blow on the 
nose during a scrimmage last week 
—were too much even for his 
fighting spirit and all the skill that 
medical science could muster. 

The injury at first was not con- 
sidered serious. Then the next day 
Jimmy was helping some friends 
push a stalled automobile. The 
éxertion started a nosebleed which 
defied all efforts to stop it. 

Thursday he was rushed fo a 
private hospital and physicians 
were called. After other methods 
had failed, they tied up the glands 
in his neck, but by that time he 
was so weakened by the loss of 
blood his condition was considered 
critical. 

Father Gives Blood. 

Then his schoolmates rallied, 
packing the hospital waiting room 
and maintaining a constant vigil. 
Transfusions were needed. All 
volunteered to be typed. Jimmy’s 


father, J. E. Parks Sr., captain of 
the Tech High championship foot- 
ball team of 1913, was the first 
donor. 

Others were called on -and all 
willingly responded. Two addi- 
tional transfusions were given 
Monday night and _ yesterday 
morning—the eighth and ninth 
since Sunday.

tracted? And the too heavy bust 


‘ . can it be brought into pro- 
portion with the rest of the fig- 
ure? Women today are avid for 
answers to these and many other 
questions, for the bust, being com- 


‘| posed of glands rather than mus- 


cles, is the most mysterious part 
of the figure—and fashion de- 
mands that it be high and firm. 

Since the subject is of such vi- 
tal interest for women generally, 
I went directly to Dr. Bess Men- 
sendieck, who is probably the 
world’s foremost authority on the 
musculature of the feminine fig- 
ure, Dr. -Mensendieck’s intensive 
scientific training and her years of 
experience in helping women to 
solve their figure problems make 
her advice invaluable. 

it is most encouraging to learn 
that sagging of the bust eontour 
is not normal, that the tendency 
can be prevented and even over- 
come, and that this portion of the 
figure—whether too large or too 
small—can be normalized. 

Contour and position of the 
bust, Dr. Mensendieck tells us, de- 
pend principally on four things: 
Muscle tone, skin tone, posture 
and weight. These four factors, 
however, cannot be isolated and 
Dr. Mensendieck stresses the ne- 
cessity of first improving the body 
as a whole, then taking up the 
specific problems. 

Dr. Mensendieck explains that 
the fatty gland sits on the pectoral 
muscle like a mushroom and that 
when the pectoral muscle becomes 
flabby through lack of tone, then 
the weight of the gland drags the 
contour down. ‘Therefore, good 
muscle tone not only of the pec- 
torals, but of the entire muscula- 
ture is of the utmost importance. 

The pectoral muscles are very 
thick and when kept in good tone 
are largely responsible for hold- 
ing the bust to lovely position. The 
muscles are weakened through 
lack of exercise, and frequently 
through poor posture. Rounding 
shoulders in sedentary work is 
particularly bad for the pectorals. 

It is very important that the 
skin be kept in good tone. Firm 
skin helps to maintain a high, 
firm contour, and the tendency to 
sagging is perceptibly increased 
when the skin has been overdis- 
tended. Dr. Mesendieck advises 
that a woman should never wait 
longer than six weeks after con- 
finement to exercise to restore 
tone to the skin and muscles in 
this area. - 

Improvement of the figure as a 
whole should be your first aim 
in improving the bust, and weight 
and vitality may be your starting 
point. If the weight is above nor- 
mal, you must diet to reduce, but 
to safeguard your vitality your 
diet must provide the protective 
foods in adequate amounts, And 
if this measurement is dispropor- 
tionately large, you must add to 
general exercise the specific ex- 
ercises that will work the muscles 
on which this fat is centered, 

For the ‘underdeveloped bust, 
begin with a program to build up 
the entire body, adding to weight 
and vitality through correct eat- 
ing habits, and stimulating muscle 
and skin tone through exercise. If 
underweight, you should follow a 
balanced menu supplemented by a 
quart of milk daily. 

Incidentally, Dr. Mensendieck 
disapproves of the use of a bras- 
siere during exercise. 

Improvement of the bust. con- 
tour is not as simple as applying 
a solution or an ointment—which, 
by the way, are not of the slight- 
est value. The condition of the 
bust depends first on the condition 
of the entire body, then on the 
muscles and skin in that area, and 
several months may be required to 
effect a noticeable change for the 
better. When you do see an im- 
provement, your figure as a whole 
will be lovelier. The results should 
be even more pleasing man you 
have expected.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(#)—Aid- 
ed chiefly by a six-week stretch 
of near-perfect weather in the 
east, attendance at college foot- 
ball games for 1938 showed a 
sharp increase over 1937 figures. 

An Associated Press survey 
based on figures submitted by 69 
representative major colleges in 
all sections of the country dis- 
closed an 11 per cent rise in av- 
erage attendance per home game. 
The total attendance for 3£1 games 
in 1938 was 8,146,124, compared 
to 7,386,222 for 353 games a year 
ago. This year’s average was 23,- 
208 or 2,284 better than the 1937 


figure. 

Twenty leading eastern schools 
reported the biggest sectional im- 
provement. With the weather fa- 
voring spectators along the At- 
lantic seaboard until the last two 
weeks of the season, 115 games in 
this territory drew 3,123,655 cus- 
tomers for an average increase per 
game of-40 per cent.. Last season, 
when the weather was correspond- 
ingly bad, 2,083,420 fans _ wit- 
nessed 115 games. 

The southwest, which had the 
biggest increase in 1937 over 1936, 
placed second this year with a 16 
per cent improvement despite the 
fact all-conquering Texas Chris- 
tian, with a less attractive home 
‘schedule, reported a drop. South- 
ern attendance picked up 14 per 
cent, midwestern returns showed 
an 8 per cent improvement, and 
the Pacific coast, helped by that 
100,000 turnout for Southern Cali- 
fornia-Notre Dame, showed a 3 
per cent increase. 


Contributing most heavily to the 
tremendous eastern increase were 
Pennsylvania, which had an at- 
tendance of 333,000 for six games 
this fall as against 243,000 for six 
games last year; Yale, which had 
an attendance of 282,300 for six 
games this season, compared to 
250,000 for seven games a year 
ago; Columbia, with 128,000 in five 
games, compared to 91,000 in six, 
and Harvard, which jumped from 
210,000 to 255,000, 

In the middle west the Big Ten 
in general exceeded its 1937 fig- 
ures, while Ohio State, with 314,- 
963 in five home games, bettered 
its all-time home attendance rec- 
ord by about 40,000. The tradi- 
tional Ohio State-Michigan ri- 
valry, incidentally, has. averaged 
66,000 spectators per game since 
— stadium was built in 

The 102,290 who saw the Army 
play Navy in the Middies’ “home” 
game at Philadelphia, and _ the 
101,000 for Southern California- 
Notre Dame were the top marks 
for single contests. The Duke- 
Pittsburgh turnout of 52,200 set a 
new high in southern football his- 
tory.

tence imposed on the state’s sta 
witness, Raymond Carter, negro 

C. B. Irvin, of Hills Park, ju 
ror, became ill in the jury box 
just as the defense prepared tc 
present alibi testimony in an’ ef 
fort to save Smith from the elec 
tric chair. 

The jury was sent from the 
courtroom, and a physician was 
summoned to examine the strick 
en man. Irvin was said to have 
high temperature and apparent 
lung congestion. Judge Paul SJ 
Etheridge, presiding, was informe 
ed that Irvin would not be able 
to serve today, and might cone 
tinue the case tomorrow. 

Judge Etheridge, on agreement 
of counsel, permitted the jury to 
disperse, to be recalled tomorrow 
morning. If Irvin is not able 
to serve then, it was said a mistrial 
probably would be declared and 
the trial begun over again. 

In the latter event, it is probable 
a stay would be asked for Carter, 
scheduled to be electrocuted Fri- 
day for the murder of Police Chief 
Charles Thornton, of Jackson. 
Carter’s testimony is regarded as 
highly important in -Smith’s trial 
since Carter testified he was an 
eyewitness. 

If, however, Irvin is able to re- 
sume his place in the jury box, 
Carter is expected to die Friday. 
Defense Counsel Daniel Duke 
said he would establish that Smith 
was at his home at the time of the 
murder, and, further, that- Carter 
was not even in Atlanta the night 
of the killing.

October 16. Following this, there 
were a series of demonstrations in 
Smyrna against negroes.

While Russell was en route to 
the death chamber, Attorney 
Frank Rowsey last night obtained 
habeas corpus papers in behalf of 
Jones, who was held in Fulton 
tower. Jones was arrested last 
Sunday, and has been in Fulton 
and Cobb jails since. Russell ac- 
cused him of the actual slaying of 
Camp. Rowsey says Jones has an 
alibi—that he was home asleep. 

Angered at Jones. 

According to the story said to 
have been told by Russell to offi- 
cers, Russell was perfectly willing 
to “take the rap” until Jones is 
alleged to have sold Russell’s radio 


for $5 and failed to give the mon- 
ey to Russell’s wife. 

That was the straw too much, 
Russell said, and he decided “to 
tell the whole truth.” He defend- 
ed his failure to mention Jones in 
his original confession of the dual 
killing by saying he “knew they 
had me and I didn’t want to get 
nobody else in trouble.” 

“Jones and I were drunk on the 
night of the killing, Russell is said 
to have told officers. ‘“‘We left my 
home about 11 o’clock that night 
and went to Mr. Camp’s home, 
Jones had an ax handle in his 
hand, and I went back for a match 
while he went og to Mr. Camp’s. 
When I got back Jones had killed 
Mr. Camp. 

“We talked and decided the best 
thing to do would be to kill the 
whole family. It went in to do the 
job, and thought I had, but the 
boy lived. Jones did not go inside 
with me and that is the reason the 
boy did not see him.” 

Jones, his wife and Russell’s 
wife, however, tell another story, 
Deputy Cobb County Sheriff Em- 
mett Marler says. 

“They say that the four of them 
started to bed, but Russell said he 
Was going to get in a ‘skin game.’ 
They tried to dissuade him, but he 
left and then they all went to bed. 
Both the women say Jones did not 
leave the house the night of the 
killing and that he was not with 
Russell.”

Congressman Attacks Patronage - 


In Address Betore Women Voters 


Dr. T. V. Smith, of Illinois, Says Politicians Should Be 


Left Free to Fulfill Their Proper Function as Com- 
promisers of Large Public Issues. 


By YOLANDE GWIN. 

A desire to free politicians from 
being sources of inefficient em- 
ployes and so they may wisely di- 
rect public policy—with an honest 
civil service as a lasting improve- 
ment to be made in American pol- 
itics—was urged here last night in 
an address by Dr. T. V. Smith, of 
the University of Chicago and re- 
cently elected congressman-at- 
large from Illinois. He spoke to 
delegates to the sixteenth conven- 
tion of the Georgia League of 
Women ‘Voters. His subject was 
“The Promise of American Pol- 
itics.” 

“IT want somebody other than 
politicians to determine who are 
‘best-equipped’ to fill all impor- 
tant jobs,” he declared. “That’s 
why we need an honest civil 
service because I cannot, wisely 
and economically pick jobholders. 
I think that politics, must fulfill 
principle, rather than reduce prin- 
ciple to a scramble. for party 
power.” 

Politician Defined. 

In defense of the politician, 
which was the main theme of his 
talk, Dr. Smith, who has been 
called “a tall, gangling sandy- 
haired philosopher,” said that a 
“politician is a person who can 
compromise an issue without com- 
promising himself.” He added that 
“to be democratic one must admit 
that those on the other side are 
as honest as those én this side.” 

“A politician can be the helping 
hand of the common man, for a 
man in public office must know 
how the other half lives. He must 
not close his door to his support- 
ers as soon as he is elected. Poli- 
tics is partly showmanship and 
partly friendliness, and it’s much 


work. Politics is the machinery of, 


democracy, and there is plenty of 
room for independent men in this 
game. - 

“The weakness of democracy is 
arising from the application of di- 
vision of labor. The machine is 
dominating human life, and the 
immediate problem of every poli- 


tician is to effect compromise be- 
tween two opposing groups.” 
Secular Saints. 

“We all hate ‘isms’ but nine out 
of every 10 persons carry in the 
back of their minds the belief that 
we can never have a decent social 
government if we have politicans. 
But we will never get rid of poli- 
ticians. They are the secular saints 
of our generation.” 

Dr. Smith believes that women 
should bear equal share of polit- 


are entitled to it. 

‘Women are natural politic- 
ians,” he said. “They are better 
than men, for one reason, and that 
is that they never think they have 
compromised themselves, while a 
man will worry for days if he has 
compromised himself in a particu- 
lar issue. 

“Women are human. They are 
adroit. They are more peaceful 
than men, while peace is possible, 
but more deadly when peace with 


self-respect proves impracticable.” 


Saved-Through Patriotism, 

Smith believes that political sa- 
gacity and scientific intelligence 
should be united for the good of 
the nation and that patronage 
alone will wreck any political 
party. He also said that a nation 
divided into farmers, laborers and 
businessmen may yet be. unitéd 
through patriotism. 

“Until monopolies can be cured,” 
he said, “government must safe- 
guard business against business no 
less than it safeguards labor and 
agriculture.”

It’s Hog Killing 


Time in Georgia; 


Here’s Best Way 


The advent of winter means hog 
killing time in Georgia, and Sid D. 
Truitt, Fulton county farm agent, 
yesterday expounded the latest 
and most effective rules for pro- 
ducing the best meats. 

Either sugar or salt-cured pork 


is all right, he averred, but most 
farmers prefer sugar-coated pork. 
Temperatures should be about 38 
degrees Fahrenheit for the best re- 
sults. 

“A hog that is moderately fat 
and weighs from 180 to 240 pounds 
produces hams, shoulders and 
sides of the most desirable size for 
curing,” he said. “And, usually a 
hog of this weight can be produced 
cheaper per pound of meat than a 
larger. hog. 

“Hogs can be dressed more 
easily if given nothing but water 
for 24 hours before killing. While 
in the process of killing, it is well 
to avoid undue excitement, as ex- 
cited hogs hogs will not bleed 
thoroughly. 

“Sticking, instead of shooting or 
hitting in the head, will give bet- 
ter bleeding, and will leave whiter 
and more palatable-looking meat. 

“After the hog has been killed. 
scalding should next take place in 
water at a temperature of from 
140 to 155 degrees Fahrenheit. Re- 
move the hair by twisting the legs 
with the hands and by scraping 
the body with a bell scraper. Re- 
move the dewclaws and hoof with 
a hog hook. Then hang the hog 
up, open the carcass, and remove 
the internal organs. 

“In the production of quality 
pork, the next process is removal 
of the leaf fat and chilling of the 
carcass. After it has been thor- 
oughly cooled, it is laid on a solid 
table and cut into hams, shoulders, 
bacon strips, backbones, ribs, and 
other parts desirable for curing 
and home use.”
